IIIS  HONOUR  THE  LIEUTENANT-

HEREAS  by  an  Act  respecting  pound  districts 
it  is  enacted  that  the  Lieutenant-Governor 
in  Council  may,  by  Order  in  Council  made  public 
by  notice  in  the  British  Columbia  Gazette,  consti¬ 
tute  any  part  of  the  Province  of  British  Columbia 
not  within  the  limits  of  a  municipality  into  a  pound 
district : 

And  whereas  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act, 
application  has  been  made  to  constitute  that  portion 
of  the  Kaslo  Electoral  District,  in  the  vicinity  of 


the  City  of  Kaslo,  comprised  within  the  following 
boundaries:  “  Commencing  at  a  point  on  the  north 
bank  of  the  Kaslo  River,  being  the  south-west 
corner  of  Lot  208,  Kootenay  District;  thence  north 
along  the  west  boundary  of  said  lot  to  the  north¬ 
west  corner  of  same;  thence  east  along  the  north 
boundary  of  said  lot  to  the  south-west  corner  of 
Lot  431,  Kootenay  District ;  thence  north  along  the

Excerpt  from  Bui.es  and  Orders  relating  to 
Private  Bills. 


Rule  76. 

ALL  APPLICATIONS  for  Private  Bills, 
properly  the  subject  of  legislation  by  the 
I  .egislative  Assembly  of  British  Columbia,  within 
the  purview  of  the  “  British  North  America  Act, 
1867  ” — whether  for  the  erection  of  a  Bridge,  the 
making  of  a  Railway,  Tramway,  Turnpike  Road, 
Telegraph  or  Telephone  Line;  the  construction 
or  improvement  of  a  Harbour,  Canal,  Lock,  Dam, 
Slide,  or  other  like  work  ;  the  granting  of  a  right 
of  Ferry ;  the  incorporation  of  any  particular  trade 
or  calling,  or  of  any  Joint-stock  Company  ;  or  other¬ 
wise  for  granting  to  any  individual  or  individuals 
any  exclusive  or  peculiar  rights  or  privileges  what¬ 
ever,  or  for  doing  any  matter  or  thing  which  in  its 
operation  would  affect  the  rights  or  property  of 
other  parties,  or  relate  to  any  particular  class  of 
the  community,  or  for  making  any  amendment  of 
a  like  nature  to  any  former  Act — shall  require  the 
publication  of  a  notice  clearly  and  distinctly  speci¬ 
fying  the  nature  and  object  of  the  application,  and 
when  the  application  refers  to  any  proposed  work, 
indicating  sufficiently  the  location  of  the  work,  to 
be  signed  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant.

Such  notice  shall  in  all  cases  be  continued  for  a 
period  of  six  weeks  during  the  interval  of  time 
between  the  close  of  the  next  preceding  Session  and 
the  consideration  of  the  petition. 

72.  No  Petition  for  any  Private  Bill  shall  be 
received  by  the  House  after  the  first  ten  days  of 
each  Session,  nor  may  any  Private  Bill  be  presented 
to  the  House  after  the  first  three  weeks  of  each 
Session,  nor  may  any  Report  of  any  Standing  or 
Select  Committee  upon  a  Private  Bill  be  received 
after  the  first  four  weeks  of  each  Session,  and  no 
Motion  for  the  suspension  or  modification  of  this 
Rule  shall  be  entertained  by  the  House  until  the 
same  has  been  reported  on  by  the  Committee  on 
Standing  Orders,  or  after  reference  made  thereof 
at  a  previous  sitting  of  the  House  to  the  Standing 
Committee  charged  with  consideration  of  Private 
Bills,  who  shall  report  thereon  to  the  House.  And 
if  this  Rule  shall  be  suspended  or  modified  as  afore¬ 
said  the  promoters  of  any  Private  Bill  which  is 
presented  after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited,  or 
for  which  the  Petition  has  been  received  after  the 
time  hereinbefore  limited,  shall,  in  either  case  pay 
double  the  fees  required  as  herein  mentioned,  uuless 
the  House  shall  order  to  the  contrary.
